tralia; the Russian cruiser General Admiral 
and Rynda; the French Arethuse, Jean Bart,

The voyage of 270 miles from Fortress Mon- 
roe to the anchorage was a most. delightful 
one. The predictions of rough weather were 
not realized, much to the relief of Senators 
Gibson and Butler, Representatives Geissen- en- 
heimer, Mayer, Wadsworth, and Outhwaite, 
and other landsmen who were on the ships.

ed only to give the private water company of 


his town, winch has a contract with the au- 


thorities to furnish water, the power to con- 
demn aright of way to reach the desired 
source of supply. It eannot get the right of 
way otherwise because property-owners ask 60 
‘much. A city can condemna right of way, 
etc., for its own water-works. A private com- 
| pany cannot. Furthermore, the bil} grants 
no privileges within the limits of any city, 
town, or village, but only beyond them. Were 
this bill to pass the Hygeia company would 
not be empowered thereby to lay any more 
pipes in this city than at present. But it 
would be empowered to aupply through the 
line it has now laid through the city to the 
Fair grounds any kind of water it chose in- 
stead of the spring or mineral water the ordi- 
nance requires it to furnish, and if the city 
could be prevailed on to give it more exten- 
sive franchises it could under this bill con- 
demn a right of way wherever it pleased, just 
as if it were a railroad company. 

The most suspicious feature about this 
measure is that the author refused to accept 
an amendment that the bill’ sheuld not apply 
to cities of over a half a million people.. Why 


should he object if ali be wanted to do was to 


enable his own small town to get a supply of 
water? Had he accepted that suggestion all 
fears of the Hygeia company would have been 
allayed. Itis a question, however, whether 
it is wise to pass this bill even if it is certain 
that the aotorious Hygeia company is not be- 
hind it. The sovereign power of eminent do- 
main is one which should not be intrusted to 
private hands any oftener than possible. It is 
necessary to give it to railroads, but it is bet- 
ter tu stop there. Why should that great pow- 
jer be given to water companies, present and 
future, which are much more likely to abuse 
it grossly than to make a proper use of it? 
This bill should be examined thoroughly in 
the Senate before it is suffered to pass that 
body, and if passed there it should be with an 


amendment exempting Chicago from its pro- 


visions. 
OUB FOREIGN TRADE BALANCE. 

The official valuation of imports to the 
United States during March last was $92,503, - 
486, being an increase of about $2,500,000 over 
the imports of a year previously. The aggre- 
gate of exports was $66,427,992, bemg a de- 
crease of nearly $18,000,000. The excess of 
imports over exports was $26,075,494, which is 
the t excess ever reported for one month, 
while the value of merchandise exports was 
smaller than for any preceding March since 
1888. The exhibit would be still more un- 
favorable if the official valuation of imports 
were increased by the cost of ocean transporta- 
taon, with possibly some allowance for under- 
valuation of dutiable goods. But Ait is bad 
enough as it stands, and especially awkward 
as it points to the probability of renewed ex- 
ports of gold to pay the balance against us. 

The decrease in exports may be explained 
by reference to well-known facts, The falling 
off in the hog crop caused the winter packing 
of hog products in the West to be 45 per cent 
less than the production for the four months 
ending with February of last year. The re- 
sulting rise in prices rendered it impossible 
for the average foreign consumer of our meats 


to buy them, except in very much reduced 


quantity, even if the packers had been able to 
supply the normal demand, which they were 
not. Our wheat crop of last year was 100,000,- 
600 bushels less than the one of 1891, and less 
of the grain or its flour prodact was wanted 
abroad because of better crop yield in Europe. 
Our cotton crop was much smaller and cor- 
-respondingly high prices tended to reduce the 
demand on the other side of the Atlantic, as 
the English manufacturers were less able to 
compete with the offerings from mills in India, 
Our corn crop of 1892 also was not far from a 
quarter less than that of 1891. The latter 
cereal does not cut such a big figure in our ex- 
port statistics as do the three other articles 
named, but the change in its situation helped 
to increase the deficiency arising trom the re- 
duction in those prominent export staples. 
There is no strong reason to expect an im- 
portant change for the better in these respecta 
| withip the next few months, But it is not 
improbable the volume of imports will show 
a decrease. Those of the recent past have 
been unusually large, in most part due to in- 
creased consumption of foreign goods by peo- 


| ple better able to buy because of the profit- 
able crop yield of 1891 and the exceptional 


conditions under which our surplus was mar- 
keted abroad. This consumption may be ex- 
pected to decrease, and in addition to that 
merchants here will not want to carry large 
stocks of dutiable goods if they look for the 
tariff reduction which was promised by the 
Democrats when asking for the popular vote 
last fall. It should not be forgotten that our

ing classes, and its consideration would be 
forced upon them in case there be increasing 
difficulties in the way. of procuring gold tor 
export from the United States.

imports for the present, and that the situation 
will soon change for the better. Whether or 
not the improvement will continue is for the 
party in power to determine If its leaders

avalanche of imports as to cause a collapse of 
home industries in many departments, and a

TWO ELEVATED RAILROAD — 
At the meeting of the Council night before 


last the Midland ordinance, vetoed by Mayor 


Washburne, was reintroduced, as was also a new 
one intended to accommodate the North Side. 
The su of this ordinance was printed 
mn ’s paper. The projectors, who are 
well-known ‘ane. have not been ashamed 
to give their names. Tue route indicated is, 
generally speaking, a good one. The mass of 
the residents of North Chicago and Lake 
View, for whose accommodation an elevated 
road is needed specially, live in the western 
rather than the eastern part of those towns, 
and hence it is proper that the line should be 
kept west of Wells street. It is proposed to 
use alleys to some extent. Before that can be 
done the consent of more than one-half of the 
property-owners must be obtained. Possibly 
it has been. | 

There is need of additional transportation 
facilities on the North Side. The population 
is increasing with great rapidity, especially in 
the western part of Lake View. Therefore 
the road wculd begin to pay from: the start. 
The company asks for a ninety-nine-year 
franchise—the Metropolitan got oniy fifty— 
and before fifteen years have gone by it will. 
have n extremely valuable property. Con- 
sequently it ought to be willing to pay a per- 
centage of its gross receipts to the city. 

American cities have not progressed so far 
in the science of government as to make it 
advisable that they should attempt to go into 
the business of supplying their citizens with 
transportation facilities. They might charge 
a little less than private companies do, but the 
service would be frightful. The best that they 
can do is to go into partnership with shrewd 
business-men, they furnishing the franchises 
and the latter the capital and intelligent man- 
agement. The men in charge of the company 
will try to make all the money they can for 
themselves. They will change from poor to 
improved methods of locomotion to de so, 


Whatever they do for themselves will also 


swell the revenues of the city. 

For years Chicago has been giving away 
valuable franchises with no thought of re 
serving anything for itself. It will have to 
abandon that practice sooner or later, and the 
best. plan is to begin now by saying to the 
capitalists who are desirous of building this 
North Side elevated road that they must make 
the city a partner, even as the gas companies 
have been forced to do. A North Side ele 
vated road honestly constructed, with unwa- 
tered stock and with no large bond issues sold 
far below par, can give the city a generous 
percentage of its grose receipts and yet have 


the advantages over its competitors which are 


trying to pay big dividends on vt tered 


As for the Midland ordinance, it open 
still to the objection urged constantly by Tun 
Taipune that its promoters will not come out 
of the brush and show their faces. Until that 
is done their measure should receive no con- 
sideration whatever. When they do reveal 
themselves then the Council should insist that 
they too give a percentage of their earnings to 
the city in return for the privileges given 
them. They offered to pay a fixed rental of 
$5,000 per mile for any tunnel they might

OUR WATER SUPPLY. 
The London Lancet's analysis of the water 
supplied to the people of Chicago brings out 
some points in regard to it which deserve to 
be strongly emphasized. The report states 
that the people of Chicago “have an illimit- 
able water supply which needs nothing but 
good management to render it all that could 
he desired. The “good management” indi- 
cated includes ceasing to dump into the lake 


} sludge which has been dredged from the river 


or other offal, filtration of the water under 
oadinary circumstances and sometimes boil- 
ing it, and the cooling of the water in hot 
weather without allowmg ice to dissolve in it. 
All this is reasonable, but there are some 
things-which should be stated in order toa 
correct understanding of the situation. 


All ot the water supply is taken from the 


lake at a distance of not less than two miles 
1 One of the tunnels has recently 

been extended to a length of four miles, and 
it is hoped the others will be so extended with- 
in a reasonable time from now. 
the water supply is good uniess at times when 
pollution near the shore is carried out to an 


unusual distance by winds or other causes, 


and when ali the extensions have been com- 
pleted contamination from that source will be 
almost impossible. The water is filtered by 
very many of the people who use it, and filtra- 
ton is the rule at some of the hotels and res- 
 taurante. The ice used in cooling is not taken 
from the lake at or near the shore; it is cut 
from the surface of comparatively pure water 
at interior points. All the water used on the 
Pair grounds will be filtered, including that 


| furnished to the people free trom drinking 


fountains as well as that used at the restau- 
rants. 


There is thus no danger to be apprehended 


by visitors to the Fair so far as the water sup- 


ply isconcerned, They will be cared fur in 
this particular even more fully than are the 
ordinary residents of the city, and the mortu- 
ary statistics show that the latter are tolerably

THE REORGANIZATION oF THE WORLD'S 
FAIR MUSICAL BUREAU. 

Tho action of the Board of Control * 
National Commission in ordering a reo 
ization of the Buréau of Music of the World’s 
Fair is wisely taken. It should have been 
taken at the-very outeet. It would have pre- 
vented the friction which has existed all along | 
between the Director-General and the bureau, 
and which was inevitable. It was useless to 
expect that a wheel within the wheels could 
run independently of all the others without 
interfermg with them. It was the only bureau 
which practically had dictatorial power and 
which could do 4s its three members thought 
best without consulting withhny one. It had no 
business head to it, no medium of communi- 
cation with the real authority of the Fair, and 
no responsibility to any one. Under the new 
arrangement a Superintendent will be ap- 
pointed who will be superior in 1 to 
the Musical Director (Mr. Thomas), Choral 
Director (Mr. Tomlins), and Secretary (Mr. 
Wilson), and who will exercise supervision 
over their acts, There is reason to believe 
that this Superintendent already has been ap- 
pointed, and that when his name is announced 
be will be found to be a gentlemanin whom 
the whole eity will have confidence and who 
will be able to manage the interests of the 
bureau in harmony with ite members. They 
will be left to arrange and mature the purely 
musical features of their scheme, for which 
they are amply competent, while the Superin- 
tendent of the bureau will supervise its busi- 
ness, its relations to the governing power, and 
its outside affairs, for which he also will be 
amply competent. 

Had this been done at the outset, the musi- 


cal scheme of the World's Fair would not have 


been in its present inbarmonious and embar- 
rassing condition. But there is now no good 
reason why the bureau should not move along 
smoothly’ and acceptably to all concerned. 
Mr. Thomas and Mr. Tomlins are recognized 
as competent to carry out the scheme of en- 
certs which they have announced. To do this 


alone will require all their time and thought, for 
the scheme has been conceived on lines more 


colossal than were ever dreamed of before. 
If both these men are not many years older 
next November than they are now it will be 
surprising. It will require all their time, 
night and day, to carry out the infinite de. 
tails, and it certainly will be an advantage to 


- them to be relieved of the charge of executive 


and business matters. As to the talk of their 
resigning, that is nonsense. There is no rea- 
son why they should not work in perfect 
harmony wite the new Superintendent 
and be satisfied with the reorganiza- 
tion of their department. In any 
event no one detail of this colossal 


Fair is of much consequence as compared 
} with its whole. Even if there were no pianos 


exhibited and no concerts at all it would not 
affect its progress or the attendance. There 
still woyld be the outdoor bands, with whom 
contracts already have been made, and so far 
as piano exhibits are concerned the; are of no 
more popular interest than exhibits of canned 
fruits or jars of pickles.

The musical and chora! directors 
will have all they can do to carry out the 
scheme they have outlined and to which they 
stand pledged. To do this effectively they 
will have no time for anything else. The ap- 
pointment of the new 1 is dis- 
tinctiy to their advantage and thay should 
recognize it as such.
